UNE reporter visited him yesterday carrying 
with him the recentigsues of the New York 
Evening Post, to which he invited Mr. 
Blaine's attention. The reporter pointed 
out some very harsh and severe comments 
made on Mr. Blaine's recent remarks touch- 
ing civil-service reform, and called his spe- 
cial attention to the following extracts from 
the Post’s articles referring to Mr. Blaine 
personally: 

This is important as comingfrom a tician 
who has hitherto professed to comer’ the re- 
form a somewhat ridiculous subject, and who, 
when he came into o last year under Gar- 
field, at once began to commit and advise every 
variety of civil-service abuse. That his speech 
proves bis opinions on the subject have un- 
dergone any change, we do not believe; but it 
does — that he thinks other people's opin- 
ions ve. 

He bas practiced civil-servi 
life, and risen ly means of thet 
ment of State politics, through 
twenty years, and has never, 
of that period, uttered a word i indicate that he 
did not consider the spoils « m a 
while eneering much, both pulficly an 
ly, at everybody who protes against it.

I would have known it 
was the Evening Post. ‘There isa tone of 
coarseness in it—‘a loose expectoration of 
epithets,’ as Mr, Sumner used to say, which 
is almost inseparable from the professional 
Criticising with reckless freedom 
everything and everybody, his own style is 
at least very far from refined, and in this 
particular instance absolutely vulgar. Mr. 
Carl Schurz is the responsible editor of the 
Post, and I think Iam justified in assuming 
that he is the author of the abusive and in- 
sulting language to which you have called my 
attention. He is gratuitously and studiously 
offensive in all he says.“ 

Wnat called out such a display of tem- 
per?“ inquired the reporter. 

“ The apparent cause,“ replied Mr. Blaine, 
“wasa speech 1 made during the Maine 
campaign before a mass-meetmg at Winter- 
port. After reviewiig Gov. Plaisted’s ground- 
less pretensions as a civil-serviee reformer I 
vindicated the conduct of the Republican 
party of Maine in the matter of Federal ap- 
pointments, and then very briefly added 
some general views in regard to the civil- 
service which I have long held and never 
violated in my practice. Forthwith such pa- 
pers as the Evening. Post feil to abusing me, 
and asking what right I had to express my 
opinions on the subject of civil-service re- 
form, to which the professional reformers 
seem to assert an exclusive patent. My own 
practice in relation to the civil service of the 
country has been on a higher plane than Mr. 
Schutz can assert for himselt.“ 

“Well, then, you do not admit,” said the 
reporter, that in Garfield’s Cabinet you 
‘plunged into spoils and wallowed in them 
for three months like a rhinoceros in an 
African pool“? “ 

“Slanderous charges,” replied Mr. Blaine. 
* are nearly always couched in reckless lan- 
guage. I am of opinion that a discreet 
reader who knew nothing whatever of the 
facts would conclude the above statement 
was false.“ a 

Do you mean yourself to gay that 
false?“ asked the reporter. ' 

UNTRUE IN WHOLE AND IN DETAIL. 

I mean,” answered Mr. Blaine, to say 
that it is untrue in whole and in detail, 
meanly and maliciously untrue: so abso- 
lutely untrue that there is not one fact or 
shadow of fact to sustain it.“ 

Lou notice,“ said the reporter, that the 
Evening Post charges that you used every 
office you coula lay your hands on for the re- 
ward of your henchmen and hangers-on 
without shame or scruple.”’ 

“ Yes,” said Mr. Blaine, “it is all of the 
same swash-buckler style of indecent and 
indefensible assertion. I challenge Mr. 
Sehurz to bring forward nota hundred, not 
fifty, not twenty, not ten, not five instances 
of the kind he charges, but I challenge him 
to bring forward one—just one. 1 propose 
to put him to the test of his responsibility to 
the public as a journalist, and of his veracity 
as a private gentieman, whois bound to be 
careful in his statements.” 

“ You hinted that your practice in obeying 
the requirements of a sound civil service 
nad been more consistent than Mr. 
Schurz’s.” 

es, and I mean that in its full length 
and breadth,” said Mr. Blame. I will 
offer my administration of the State Depart- 
ment during the ten months I was Secretary 
against thatof Mr. Schurz during his four 
years in the Interior Department, either as 
to general conduct or special Appointments.” 

A SPURIOUS REFORMER. 

“Do you mean that MR. Schurz violated

Schurz’s last year in office he appointed some 
1,200 clerks in the Census Bureau without a 
pretense ot competitive examination. And 
if ever competitive examination was applica- 
ble it was in these cases, where quickness at 


+ figures was the required faculty in nine- 


tenths of the appointees, and that was easily 
determinable by examination. Not only did 
Mr. Schurz make all these appointments 
against his own vaunted rules of civil serv- 
ice, but he made them in violation of law, in 
not even requiring the preliminary examina- 
tion prescribed in what is known as the R. 
M. T. Hunter statute of 1857.” 

“Why, youare making out a heavy bill 
of civil-service indictments against Mr. 
Schurz.“ 

Well.“ said Mr. Blaine, “I do not believé 
any eXecutive officer in the United States 
ever wielded the appointing power in 80 re- 
markable a manner as Mr. Schurz. I think 
he is the only Secretary of the Interior that 
would have removed John Q. Smith as In- 
dian Commissioner and appointed Mr. 
Haight. That case was so odious and so 
edorous in its inception and in its conclusion 
that further r@ference to it may be dropped. 
I think Mr. Schurz was the only Secretary 
who in consolidating seven pension agencies 
into one and finding six of the agents soldiers 
with good records, some of them severely 
wounded, and only one agent a civiliancler 
deliberately discharged the six soldiers 
retained the civilian at the head of the con- 
solidated agency, and this without a particle 
of examination luto the respective qualitica- 
tions of the men. This he did in the case of 
Maine, New Hampshire, and Vermont. I do 
not say that the agent retained by Mr. Schurz 
was not a competent man, but he was no 
more so than the wounded soldiers whom he 
cast aside without even a hearmg. He lis- 
tened to me with the scantest of courtesy 
when I called at the department to coverse 
on the subject..“ 

THE CIVIL SERVICE IN MAINE. 

The reporter called Mr. Blaine's attention 
to Mr. Schurz’s assertion that he had prac- 
ticed civil-service abuses ali his life and risen 
by means of them in his management of 
State politics in Maine through a period of 
over twenty years.” 

“ That only shows,” said Mr. Biaine, “how 
entirely ignorant Mr. Schurz is in regard to 
affairs in Maine. There is no form of mis 
statement more reprehensible than mere as- 
sertion about facts where the writer is entire- 
ly ignorant. Asa matter of fact, the three

But the Federal appointments in 
Maine during the twenty-one yeas ot Re- 
publican rule have been good. e have 
never Had a defaulter, and the Government 
has never lost a dollar by any officer appoint- 
ed in Maine. I recall only ape Postmaster 
who was accused of irregularity. If better 
offieers were wanted they would have to be 
found in some other population.

The Treasury Department has not received 
an auswer frow the Collector of we Port of 
New York as to the cargo of Hawaiian 
sugar, upon which he assessed a duty of 
$20,000.

THE BOND HORROR, 


Vermillion Waives Examination and Is 
in Jati—“Miss Goad Mast Die in a 
Few Days—The People All Want to 
Pali on a Hope.

TAYLORVILLE, III., Sept. 18.—The city 
papers of last week did not contain a word 
about the approaching trial of Dr. Ver- 
million, yet early this morning teams came 
pouring into town from every direction, and 
by noon the city was pretty well thronged 
with anxious people, who were eager to 

hear the trial. The time was set for 1 

o’clock, and long before that time the court- 

room was well filled up. As soon as Justice 

Ricker entered the room profound silence 

prevailed, and as he announced his readi- 

ness to proceed with the trial every 
eye was turned in the direction of 
the attorney and prisoner, and every 
ear stgained to catch the first utterances of 
Judge McCaskill. counsel for the defense, 
who arose and stated that, as someof the 
witnesses were not present. and Mr. Hamil- 
ton, of Svringtield, his associate in the de- 
fense, was absent, his client would waive an 
examination and give bond for his appear- 
ance at the November term of the Circuit 


Court. 

Justice Rickert then .fixed the pond at

immediately started in search of bondsmen. 
but failing to secure them is now in jail. 

When he made his appearance in the court- 
room he wore a scared, nervous look, which 
led a great many to believe him guilty.

Willie Edouin’s “Sparks” in “Rip- 
pies” at Heoley’s, 

Last evening at Hooley’s Theatre Willie 
Edouin’s Sparks gave the first presenta- 
tion of their new piece, “ Ripples,” by Joseph 
Bradford, aathor of “Our Bachelors,” and 
the theatre was filled by a large audience to 
witness the production. It must be said that 
the play was not a marked success, and, al- 
though it contains many bright things, much 
pruning must be done before it will be ac- 
cepted. It is one of those absurdities like 
Dreams or Patchwork.“ and so much 
of the same thing has been done within the 
past few years that isrequires something of 
real merit to meet with ayy sort of success. It 
is in two acts, the seen® of the first being 
asummer-resort near Liverpool, and of the 
second a “summer-resort” on a desert isi- 
and. Nicholas Bonaparte Waz, a Cincin- 
nati pork-packer, is at the resort near Liver- 
pool, and is about to sail with party for 
Australia. He has with him English 
servant, Bubbles by name, and if the party 
is a Miss Motlie Maybland,ot whom the pork- 
packer is enamored. She scorns his prof- 
fered suit, and he is persecuted by Mrs. 
Belinda Backset, an old maid on the look- 
out fora husband. Charlie Chaffaway, an 
artist, and Miss Ethel Claremont, an heir- 
ess, are the. second pair of lovers in the 
party. NVirie. a hoydenish girl, and Ben, a 
boatman, — up the cast. The first act is 
made stupid Dy several tedious conversa- 
tions, and is only brightened by the advent 
of Miss Mayland, Nivie, and Bubbles, who 
are disguised as peripatetic Irish vocalists 
for the purpose of playing a practical joke 
upon the pork-packer. Their songs and 
dances are really bright and clever. The act 
closes with the departure of the party for 
Australia. 

On the voyage they.are shipwrecked, and 
in the second act- they appear in fantastic 
costumes upon the desert island. In this act 
some specialty business is introduced, the 
best points of which are an imitation of a 
minstrel first-part scene and an “ esthetic 
quadrille.” Wgz discovers clams on the shore 
and volunteers to makes a chowder. He pro- 
poses to Miss Mayland and is accepted, 
but is rejected subsequently by that young 
lady, who discovers a number of his love- 
letters in the chowder. He attempts to hang 
himself, but is rescued, and finally a reconcil- 
lation is effected and all hands are made hap- 
py by the sight of the usual ship in the offing 
and the promise of speedy rescue from their 
exile. The piece is well put on the stage, is 
fairly acted, and may, with judicious altera- 
tions, make a mode success. 

By far the best bit of acting in the piece is 
done by James T. Powers as Bubbles, the 
English flunkey, whose make-up and ec- 
centricities are very funny. Mr. Edouin as 
Waz trieg hard to be funny, but succeeded 
only in a measure. His great fault is that he 
is desirous of dong too much, and thrusts 
himself forward when others in the cast 
would be more acceptable. It is but justice 
to say, though, that he worked very hard 
last evening to make the piece a go. Miss 
Atherton is always clever, and as 
Miss Mayland she did very well. 
Miss Anna Brevoort did the old 
maid, Miss Belinda Backset, capitally, 
and the little English girl, Miss Marietta 
Nash was pretty and piquantas Nive. Julian 
Mitchell as Charlie Chaffaway, Anna Guen- 
ther as Ethel Claremont, and William Smith 
as Ben call for no especial mention. The 
company is not strong as to singing, but the 
selections do not call for anythmg extraor- 
dinary in that line.

Trunk to Join the Differential Bate 

Combination. 

The arrangement between the Grand 
Trunk and Erie Railways, whereby a daily 
line of Pullman sieeping-cars was to be run 
on and after yesterday between Chicago and 
New York by way of Niagara Falls and the 
Great Western Railway in connection with 
the Chicago & Grand Trunk Railway from 
Chicago to Port Huron,did not go into effect 
as announced. It is stated, however, that it 
will tomorrow. The Chicago & Grand Trunk 
people say that the reason for the delay is 
that they had not informed 
that the arrangement was to go into effect 
yesterday, and the announcement has taken 
them by surprise. It is claimed, however, 
by officials of other Eastern lines that this is 
not the only reason, but that the refusal of 
the Chicago & Grand Trunk to become a 
party to the differential-rate agreement has 
considerable to do with it. As already re- 


por the Erie, it is claimed, has agreed 
with the other trunk lines not to allow the 
Grand Trunk to run ty cars or sell 
throu h tickets over its line if the Chicago & 
G Trunk persist in its refusal to become 
a y to the differential rate agreement. 
This ultimatum was sent 2 —- trunk 
lines to the General anager of 
the Grand Trunk at Montreal, who promised 


to take the matter under advisement and give 


an early answer. Thus far nothing has been 
heard from the General Manager regard 


the matter. and the Chicago & Grand Trunk 


still maintains the same position as hereto- 
fore. When the arrangement in regard to 
the new Niagara Falls route was made the 
Erie, it is claimed, entergd into it, believing 
that the Chicago & Grand Trunk would come 
into the differential rate agreement. As the 
officers of the latter road up to yesterd 
had received no instructions from Generel 
Manager Hickson and still continue to act 
independent of the other lines, the establish- 
ment of the new Niagara Falls route, it is 
claimed, has been tponed until the dif- 
ferential rate issue n settied. 

It is predicted * the trunk lines that the 
Chicago & Grand Trunk will join the differ- 
eutial agreement today or tomorrow, and 
they claim to have vate information to 
that effect.

fferentiai rate matter the success of the 

w scheme is by no means assured, as 
other lines now parties to the agreement are 
reported to bejviolating it whenevor they 
get a good opportunity, 

The differential rate question will come up 
for discussion u at a meeting of the 
High-Joints in New York Oct. 5, and at that 
time it is to be decided whether the success 
of the scheme thus far warrants a continu- 
ance vf it. There is a general feeling that 
the agreement can be carried out successful- 
ly if measures are taken by the General Man- 
agers of the various roads to prevent their 
General Passenger Agents from aiding and 
abetting the ticket agents and scalpers in 
making war upon the new arrangement. 


The Northwestern and Central Iowa 
Traffic Agreements—A Meeting to Be 
Held at Milwaukee Today to Com- 
plete the Arrangements, 

The meeting of the General Managers and 
General Freight Agents of the Northwestern 
and Central,lowa Traffic Associations was 
held at Commissioner Daniels’ office yester- 
day morning, and again they found thewm- 
selves unable to act upon the report of the 
committee of General Freight Agents who 
have been working out the details for oper- 
ating the new combinations. Mr. S. S. Mer- 
rill, General Manager of the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul, was again ynable to attend on ac- 
count of sickness, and Mr. J. T. Clark, the 
General Superintendent of the road, who 
represented Mr. Merrill at the meeting, did 
not have the necessary instructions upon 
which to act. As Mr. Merrill is so lll as 
to be unable to come to Chicago 
it Was decided that the General Managers 
and General Freight Agents of the roads in- 
terested should go to Milwaukee this morn- 
ing and meet Mr. Merrill at his office. They 
will leave at v o’clock this morning by a spe- 
cial train on the Chicago & Northwestern. 
The General Freight Agents have completed 
their work, the details of the working plan 
prepared by them having already been re- 
ported in TR TRIBUNS, and all that remains 
to be done to ry the new agreements into 
effect is the adoption of the report of the Gen- 
eral Freight Agents by the General Managers 
and their appending their signatures to the 
agreements. 

The General Managers of the various roads 
are very anxious to complete the Northwest- 
ern and Central lowa trafii@arrangements so 
as to be able to put them in force at once and 
step the cutting of rates on Des Moines and 
other business from Northwestern points, as 
at the prevailing rates there is no money in 
that business. The Council Bluffs roads are 
also anxious to complete the organization of 
the lowa l, which cannot be done until 

Northwestern agreements have been 
signed and carried into effect. It is expected 
that the Northwestern and Central lowa af- 
fairs will be finally disposed of at the meet- 
ing at Milwaukee today, and that the lowa 
pool affairs will be adjusted by the end of the 
week.

MR. BLAINE ON VIRGINIA. 
In part of the interview with. Mr. Blhine 


published this mornug the reader will find 


a pretty emphatic disclaimer by that gentle. 


man of all sympathy with Senatur Mahoue 
and the Readjuster party in Virginia. 

He takes broad and direct ground that the 
Republican party could not without a viola- 
tion of “principle make any récognitioniof re- 
pudiation, and that the Repub licau success in 
1880 was due to its unfailing devotion to the 
upholding of publicefaith. He always re- 
garded it as a great political blunder tor the 
Republican party to unite with the Read- 
justers of Virginia. The Readjusters were 
nothing more than the repudiating wing of 
the Virginia Democracy, and to unite with 
them was considered by him to be the last 
degree of folly on the part of the Republic- 
ans. 

Mr. Blaine’s viewof the difference between 
the Mahone Democrats and the Bourbons 
was that the latier proposed to settle and 
comprowlse with the creditors of the State 
on such terms as the creditors would ac- 
cept, while the Mahone party excluded the 
creditors trom all voice in the matter and 
themselves fixed the terms upon Which they 
would settle. That was repudiation, and the 
Republican party could not unite with that 
in whatever shape it was proposed or by 
whom it wes supported. For this reason 
his sympathies were with the straight Re- 
peblican party, and not with the Readjusters. 

Having thus pointedly expressed bis opin- 
ion of Mahoneism, Mr. Blaine turther stated 
his own convictions of what should be done 
with the State of Virginia, confessedly una- 
ble ever to pay its debt. Virginia was the 
greatest sufferer by thé Confederate war. 
Sus alone of all the Rebel States suffered dis- 
membermenut for her share in that war. The 
United States as a war measure tore from 
Virginia the territory now known as West 
Virginia and erected it into a new State. 
The loss was a greatone. It was not asked 


‘for by Virginia, nor even by West Virginia, 


but was purely a war measure. 

The United States has made no compen- 
sation or remuneration for this terriiory 
forcibly acquired. When the United 8 
took territory by war from Mexico a price 
was paid for it. When the United States in- 
duced Texas—then a State in the Uniou—to 
contract her boundaries and cede a large 
territory comprised within the present State 
of Colorado and the. Territoty of New 

, $10,000,000 was voted in compensa- 

By the forced dismemberment of Vir- 
ginia an empire of wealth was taken from 
the old State, and Mr. Biaine was willing in 
consideration thereof that the United States 
should now aid her in settling her ante-war 
debt. 

Mr. Blaine clearly does not overrate the 
inconsistency of the Republican party after 
making the contest of, 1880 on the erpress 
ground of maintaining public faith under 
all circumstances and as opposing repudia- 
tion at all times, in all forms, and under all 
circumstances, in less than a year after open- 
ly making an alliance defensive and aggress- 
ive by which the Republican party of Vir- 
ginia should unite with a faction of the Dem- 
ocratic party, that faction being a faction om 
the sole and exclusive policy of repudiating 
the debt of the State. This action was advo- 
cated at the time on the ground that it se 
cuted a temporary defeat of the Bourbons in 
Virgiuia and a temporary success of the Re- 
publicans in the Senate; but the Republicans 
had everything to lose by any alliance with 
repudiation and nothing to guin of a perma- 
nent character. The Readjusters are not 
Republicans, and the Republicans of a whole 
State have ceased to exist. In his protest 
against this proceeding Mr. Blaine will have 
the hearty Symvathy of all those Republicans 
who are not prepared to sacrifice or barter 
principles to secure a temporary and too 
often costly end. 

In the matter of baving the Federal Gov- 
ernment interfering in aiding the State of 
Virginia to pay her ante-war debt, by a sort 
of compensation for we forcible separation 
of West Virginia, there is much to be said in 
the way of precedent if not of justice. The 
caseot Texas isastrongone. There was an 
unrecognized claim by theState of Texas to 
a large part of the territory acquired. ffom 
Mexico, The United States took possesslon 
of this territory. Congress, at last, as a 
peaceful extinguishment of Texan title, paid

THE LIQUOR-DEALERS’ CONVENTION. 

The aunual convention of the Liquor- 
Dealers’ and Manufacturers’ Protective As- 

— of lilinois meets today at Rock Isi- 
and, promises to bea more exciting gatu- 
ering of that body than has been held for 
several years. The agitation of the tem per- 
ance question has produced an intense feél- 
ing among the members of the association, 
and the Trustees of the society, in their an- 
nual report—the material parts of which we 
publish this morning—address themselves 
warmly toareview of the situation, and te 
pointing out wherein the members must take 
immediate and urgent action to counteract 
the wroug already done and prevent further 
injury. 

In the review of the situation the report 
speaks with much warmth of feeung. In 
referring to the success of the prohibitory 
action adopted in lowa, it deciares that 
»The great State of Iowa has fallen a he! p- 
less victim of ignorant Wal and blind fa- 
natieism.“ and that the majority for pro- 
hibition was so great as to indicate that “the 
minds of her people had been maddened by 
a frenzy of drunken fanaticism”; and they 
add: For years the Goddess of Liberty 
will lie there wounded and ruthlesly trampied 
upon by a lot of fanaticized fools and cun- 


ning zealots.” They assert that at the East 
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the tidal wave of 80 | 
overflowing two large and fair States, the 
legislative branches of whose Governments 
have made themselves the subservient * tools 
of fanati¢ism.’’ White Ohio has been con- 
tent with passing obnoxious laws, the Legis- 
lature of Indiana has submitted to popular 
vote an amendment to the Constitution pro- 
bibiting the sale or manufacture of “our 
commodities.” The more Western ver- 
svective is still more sombre and gloomy. 
Kansas bows to the sceptre of St. John; Ne- 
braska is on the beink of being “ ingulfed in 
the maelstrom of prohibition”; while Mis- 
souri is in similar danger, and so are North 
Carolina and Arkansas. The report, how- 
ever, rises to the sublime when it speaks of 
Uunols; and we ask the reader to refresh 
himself by perusing the original of that part 
of the document. 

The Trustees ¢riticise severely the apathy 
of those whose proverty and industry are 
thus direetly threatened and who sleep amid 
the danger. 
permitting aa individual, “ half-witted and 
partially mean and corrupt,” to assist the 
very element they ought to vanquish. 

The Trustees state what they have been 
doing during the year. 
their efforts to agitation and organization, 
and to political and legal work. In the work 
of agitation the services of several lecturers 
—notably of the Rev. C. C. Burnett, of Iowa 
—have been secured; and, believing that pro- 
hibition has been mainly fostered and pro- 
moted by agitation, the Trustees claim that 
the same policy will have as efficient results 
in defeating prohibition, and strongly urge it 
ou the convention. Organization is also 
strongly recommended; and the improve- 
mepts in this branch of the work during * 
last year are pointed out.

blessuxz Chicago enjoys in the possessivu of 
“the best Mayor,“ ete., it can conceive that 
Mr. Harrison’s theory of one-man govern- 
ment” might have been rather ewbarrass- 
ing to him when abroad if he had been close 
ly questioned in regard to some of our niu- 
nicipal practices. He might have been able 
to give information on all subjects connected 
with the City Government, but sume of this 
info tion would not have been entirely 
grat 

Fof instance, Mayor Harrison could have 
informed inguiring Europeans that his pict- 
ure decorates about 3,500 saloons in the 
shape of a license-certiticate, or an average 
of about one saloon to every 150 inhabitants 
men, women, and infants. As this afate- 
ment would have struck the inquirer as al- 
lotting to Chicago a good deal more than 
the usual proportion of sack to bread, or 
saloons to the people, he would have 
been asked next to expluin that fact. Then 
he would have replied that saloons pay the 
city only $1 a week each for the privileges 
they enjoy. The explanation would suffice 
as to the number of saloous; but Mr. Harri- 
son would then have been asked why, having 
“one-man power,“ he neglected to raise the 
license-fee. Here is Where Mr. Harrison’s 
embarrassment would be likely to set in. He 
could not deny, consistently with his own 
vanity, or indeed the facts in the case, that 
his influence would have prevailed to in- 
trease saloon-license fees several times over; 
but would be constrained to admit that he 
had refused to exercise his influence in that 
direction. We shall not undertake to state 
why. 

Again: Mr. Harrison might be questioned 
rather closely on the subject of gambling. 
He would have to confess that the law pro- 


hibits gambiing-houses and proposes to pun- | 


ish gamblers; and that public sentiment is so 
much averse to the toleration of public 
gambling that it would be impossible to se- 
cure a license system for gambling from any 
representative body.

Now that Arabi Bey is captured, the ques- 
tion occurs, What shall be done with him? 
Riaz Pasha, the Khedive’s Minister of the 
Interior, avers that the restoration of order 
will be impossible unless capital punishment 
is awarded to the leaders of the revolt, and 
that he shall abandon the country if any 
lighter sentence is passed; and other Egyp- 
tian officials are loudly clamorme for the 
head of Arabi Bey. Fortunately, the dis- 
position of Arabi Bey does not lie with these 
officials, nor with the Khedive himself, ex- 
cept through the consent and with the sanc- 
tion of England; and it is not likely that the 
English Government will de iver him over to 
satisfy the were biind clamor for vengeance. 

The execution of Arabi Bey, either for 
military or political reasons, would not be 
regarded by the world with patience, 80 far 
as miliary discipline is concerned there can 


be no justification for such an act; for the

Arabi Bey certainly represented griev- 
ances, or he would not have had any follow- 
ing, or been able to collect so large an army; 
aud, as compared with grievances which En- 
gland has more than once made pretexts for 
war upon weaker people—witness Afghan- 
istan and Zululand—they involved great 
Had Arabi Bey been a Euro- 
pean, fighting wich well-disciplined troops 
and great resources, under the same circum- 
stances, he would have been considered a 
hero. So far as the future is concerned, 
however, he is no longer dangerous. He has 
been completely stripped of his power. He 
has not only lost his army, but the army has 
been disarmed and disdanded. He is as pow- 
erless as the merest Bedouin of the desert. 

So far as treason goes, it is very difficult 
to say whatis treason in Egypt. After he 
had placed himself at the head of his army, 
the Khedive more than once sanctioned his 
acts; and even the Controllers and the for- 
eign Consu's recommended that he be placed 
in charge of the War Department. Under 
such circumstances as these, and consider- 
ing the nature of the cause which he cham- 
pioned, to arraign him for treason or for 
rebellion would be most unjust. But, if the 
men guilty of inspiring the massacres in 
Alexandria, or if it was owing to his retreat 
under the flag-of-truce pretense that Alex- 
andria was given up to incendiarism, and 
plunder, and violence, then charges wight 
be made against him before a proper tri- 
bufal, and punishment could be dealt out. 
For treason or rebellion Arabi Bey cannot 
justly forfeit bis life; and the most that can 
be done is to render him absolutely power- 
less for harm in the future. For crime he is 
amenable; and this is the distinction which 
ought to be made iu his case. 


WOMAN IN POLITICS. 

Inconstancy, thy name is woman. The 
danger of giving office to woman is illustrat- 
ed in the case of Miss Sarah A. Brown, of 
Lawrence, Kas. Sarah made her début in 
politics some time ago asthe Democratic 
camijdate for State Superintendent of In- 
struction. This of itself is a sufficient argu- 
ment to show the danger of allowing woman 
to dabbie in politics. In the first place, it is 
ah indication of the recklesness of woman 
that she should affiliate with the Democratic 
party at all, and in the second place it is an 
instance of bad judgment thal, as women 
cannot bear disappointments as well as men, 
and want to reach success with a Tel-el-Kebir 
rush, Sarah Brown should have jumped at 
a Democratic nomination in an overwhelm- 
ingly Republican State. It is needless tosay 
that Sarah Brown did not become State 
Superintendent of Instruction for reasons 
manifest enough to every one but herself. 

But Sarah did not rest content. She has 
turned a complete somerset, and now ap- 
pears as a candidate for nomination to ‘he 
office of County Superintendent on the Re- 
publican side, In this acrobatic feat Sarah 
Brown put at defiance all the traditions of 
Democracy, especially the noble old legend 
under which its tollowers so cheerfully and 
regularly march to defeat—namely: Once a 
Burbon, always a Bourbon, Evidently if 
she can’t have fruit on the top of one tree

DR PUSHER. 

By the death of Dr. Edward Bouverie 
Pusey, the world of theology has lost a very 
prominent representative. The incidents of 
his life are few, but it ran in a channel 
which has had a great influence on religious 
thought in Great Britain and has spread his 
name and fame all over the Christian world, 
though he has falled to secure avery con- 
siderable adhesion to his school. Dr. Bou- 
verie, who assumed the name of Pusey by 
royal license, was born in 1800, and, conse- 
quently, died at the advanced age of . He 
graduated at Oxford in 1822, and in 1828 de- 
came Canon of Christ Church Cathedral and 
Regius Professor of Hebrew in the Uni- 
versity, a position which he held at the 
time of his death. He first made himself 
famous by his share in founding what 
was known as the Anglo-Catholic move 
ment, the details of which were spread 
abroad in the celebrated “Tracts for the 
Times,” in which he not only explained and 
elaborated the doctrines of the Pusey scnool, 
but defended them in vigorous letters to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and the Bishops 
of Oxford and London. The main doctrines 
of his party are: Judgment by works as well 
as by faith: baptismal regeneration ; the 
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claimed jn the Roman Catholie Charch. In 
other words, Dr. Pusey may be claimed as 
the foremost exponent of the doctrines of 
High Church. In 184 he preached asermon 
upon the Eucharist, from which it was 
claimed that he believed in the doctrine of 
transubstantiation. His case was in- 
vestigated by a -comgpittee appointed 
for that purpose, and upon their decision he 
was suspended from the office of preacher 
within the jurisdiction of the university for 
three years. His life was an industrious one 
apart from his duties as Professor and 
preacher. He adapted a large number of 
Roman Catholic works to the service of the 
English Church, was one of the editors ot 
the Library of Translations from the Fa- 
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| thers,” and also published the following 


works: “Causes of Rationalism in Ger- 
many,” Remarks on Cathedral Institu- 
tions.“ Royal Supremacy in Spiritual Mat- 
tors, „The Doctrine of the Real Presence, 
Gathered from the Fathers,” “The Real 
Presence the Doetrine of the English 
Church,“ History of the Councils of the 
Church.“ 
Prophets,” “Daniel the Prophet,” and 
“The Church of England, a Portion of 
Christ's One Holy Catholie Church.” It will 
be observed that all his works were in the 
direct line of his doctrines and his caliing 
In fact, he was the earliest as well as the most 
vigorous herald in the new movement of thé 
English Church, which has not as yet 
reached its full force and is not even yet 
thoroughly understood so far as its purpose 
Is concerned. Eminently a controversialist, 
as any innovator upon old doctrines must 
inevitably be, he never sacrificed the respect 
which he had always enjoyed, and éven his 
most vigorous enemies never ceased to ad- 
mire his sincerity and belief in the changes 
he advocated, or his Intellectual power and 
wide scholarly research. He only has planted 
the seeds, and what the fruit age will be re- 
mains to Be seen. Whatever it may be, oreven 
if the tree prove to be barren, he will be a 
prominent figure in the history of the future 
as one of the few men who make a strong 
impression upon the religious thought o 
their time.

Mr. Robert P, Porterin Disgrace.

Robert P. Porter, the young journalist who 
was taken out of the Census Office to be the 
manager of the Tariff Commission, bas got into 
a fine scrape by the treachery of nis elerk. one 
Postgate. The New York Sun recently printed 

a letter purporting to be from a member of the 
com mission at Cincinnati to a Chicago man, in 
which the writer gave what he called some 
“plain bottom facts about the commission.” 

It was clearly open to all the Commis- 
sioners to deny the authborshipof an unsigned 
letter, but what does Mr. Porter do but admit 
that be wrote a private letter to Mr. Nixon of 
the Chicugo Inter- Ocean, the leading protection- 
ist journal of the West, of which this purports to 
be a copy, but which is garbied in the printed 
version. It seems that Porter's clerk, Postgate, 
who was „also a clerk to Col. Kenner, 
was discharged at Chicago, and now 
takes his revenge by giving this 
letter to Nixon to the public, either from his 
own notes or from memory. Mr. Porter says 
the published version “ misconstrues ali that I 
really exoressed.” If this isso, Mr. Nixon will, 
of course, basten to set nis former subordinate 
right before the pubiic by publishing the orig- 
inal letter in bis widely-circulated Journal. 

Unless this is done and the origins! proves 
widely different in tone trom the putative copy, 
Mr. Porter will be in disgrace. He isa member 
of a bigh industrial commission, appointed to 
give a judicial hearing to the revision of the 


tariff and a judicial verdict upon what should 


be done, but this is the letter of an attorney for 
protection who treacnerously uses bis position 
to give counsei to one side of the controversy, 
and who points out to them the weak places in 
their cause. He even goes so far as to disclose 
the effect of the protectionist apathy upon some 
of his associates. President Arthur owes it to 
the rest of the commission, and above all to the 
country, to call for this young Eoglishman’s res- 
ignation from a position which he has disgraced, 
unless he can more completely clear his char- 
acter than he has yet done. 

The Reform of the Criminal Code. 

Chicago Times, Sept. 17. 

The Legislature of Illinois owes no higher 
duty to itself and the, people of this State than 
to strip the criminal code of the shreds and 
patcbes which now render it ineffective, and, by 
unequivocally defining crime, lay its mandate 
upon every officer of courts of justice that the 
plaio letter of the law must be enforced. The 
failure of the last Legislature to take up this 
matterand act upon it wisely was a grevious 
and inexcusable wrong. The neglect of the 
next General Assembiy to grant relief will 
amount almost to a\erime, 


THERE is in Lisbon an institution known 
as the Misericordia, whose object is to alleviate 
all kinds of distress. One peculiar duty which 
its directors undertake is the care of criminals. 
From the time that the death- penalty is decreed 
the criminal is allowed three days to prepare for 
death. During this time he is in Qharge of the 
Misericordia. When the hour comes be is clothed 
by the brothers in white, a cord is put round 
his neck and a crucifix in bis band, and, accom- 
panied by a priest on either side, he proceeds to 
the place of execution. Connected witu this es- 
tablishment is the Church of St. Roch. which 
contains probably the most sumptuous chapel 
in Christendom. The story goes that Don Joha 
V., struck with its bareness and the fact of its 
dedication to the saint of his name, resolved to 
make ita marvel of splendor. It was erected in- 
Rome regardless of cost, and, When completed, 
put up in St. Peter's, where the Pope first offici- 
ated on its altar. It was then shipped in pieces 
to Lisbon. The wall on the outside of the prin- 
cipal arch is coral, the arch of alabaster, The 
pavement is ricb mosaic, inlaid with porphyry. 
The altar-steps are of porphyry and bronze, the 
rails of verd- autique. There are eight columns 
Ot lapis lazuli, their bases being alabaster stud - 
ded with ametbysts, their capitals bronze. The 
altar is of lapis-lazuli, jasper, and amethysts, 
The lamps are of exquisitiy- wrought silver. ‘The 
chapel is further enriched by entablatures of 
high art in silver, and magnificent pictures.

Those best informed say that cattle, 
owing to the absente of pasturage and 
fodder, will go into winter quarters in poorer 
condition than they usually come out in 
durtng the spring. Prof. Snow, of the State 
University, says there are no records that 
compare with the general dryness in Kansas 
during the past ten days. There are indica- 
tions of a rainstorm tonight, but it will 
come too late to be of much benefit to crops, 
as the growing season is so near over.

AT SARATOGA, 
WELL MIXED.

New York, Sept. 19.—It cannot be said 
that the situation at Saratoga was much 
clearer at midnight tonight than the news- 
papers made it this morning. Not more than 
one-third of the members of the State Com-

CORNELL’S SUPPORTERS

The Condition of the Farmers tn Wen- 
tral Kansas This Vear—The State Ag- 
rienitural Coltege—Wield of Crops of 
All Kinvds—Visit to a Model Kansas 


MANHATTAN, Kas., Sept. 16.—In 
to the great. fair of the Northwest, held at 
Minneapolis, Minn., last week, I was very 
much impressed with the wonderful display 
of Kansas agricultural products made by 


the Land Department of the Kansas Divis-" 


jon of the Union Pacific Raliroad. Added 
to the fact of this exhibit, coming in compe- 
tition as it did with the entire Northwest, 
and taking away the blue ribbon and medal 
offered by the Fair Association for 
the largest and best display of 
agricultural products made by any 
corporation, made me anxious to 
visit Kansas myself and give the results of 
my investigation as to her crops, land, and 
general items of interest to Tur Tripunr’s 
many readers. So here I am at thecharming 
little city ot Manhattan, Kas. Manhattan is 
a place of about 2,500 population, is the coun- 
ty-seat of Riley County, and is located on the 
Union Pacific Kailroad, about 110 miles west 
of Kansas City. Itis quite well known from 
the fact that the Kausas State Agricultural 
College and Farm is located here. The col- 
lege is in a flourishing condinon, and work 
will soon be begun on the north wing of the 
main building. which when completed will 
be one of the finest in the State. 

River-bottom lands in this vicinity are val- 
ved at frow $8 to $40 per acre, first-class up- 
land from $4 to $20 per’acre, and bluff lands, 
which are only suitable for pasturage, at 
from $2 to $7 per acre. Of the farm crops 
grown here, corn is the staple product, and 
old residents tell me is always a sure crop. 
The yield this year will probably average 
nearly, if not quite, fifty bushels per acre, 
Wheat does fairly well here, usually pro- 
ducing from fifteen to thirty bushels per 
acre. The average this year is cluse 
on to twenty-seven bushels. Rye, oats, 
barley, buckwheat, sorghum, broom-corn, 
and tobacco are all raised to a 
considerable extent, and yield well, as do po- 
tatoes and vegetables of all kinds. All of the 
kinds of fruits usually grown in this latitude 
dio well here. I find that not gaough care is 
bestowed un their orchards by the farmers in 
this vicinity. The fruit grown here, how- 
ever, would make a farmer from the North- 
west happy to look at. 

Although I mention stock-raising last in 
my letter, it is really, in my mind, the most 
important of the many industries of this 
section of Kansas, and one to which the farm- 
ers here and those conteinplating settling here 
should devote more time and considera 
for I see in my investigations that those 
farmers who have interested themselves in 
the raising of stock are much better fixed 
financially than those who have depended 
ou the raising of crops alone. I will cite one 
instance only in which\i had the pleasure of 
examin his stoek-raheh and farm fully. 
refer to itiam P. Higinbotham, who is 
one of the pioneer citizens of Riley County, 
having been a-tesident for over twenty-four 
years. The main ranch of Mr. Higinboth- 
am which I visited is located five miles 
northwest of Manhattan and comprises 
1,200 acres of land, of which 150 
is in corn this year. The number 
of cattle on this ranch is 300 head of 
high grade cows, heifers, and calves. This 
ranch is entirely surrounded with fenee, and 
is aiso divided by fence into five separate 
pasturage fields. Un this ranch is a large 
stone dwelling, a fine frame barn, and con- 
venient outhouses; thirty acres are devoted 
to avery fine orchard. The watering of the 
stock is accomplished by novel means. In- 
stead of allowing 2 cattle to run to the 
springs direct and drink, large rock reser- 
voirs are constructed in the springs which 
abound on the ranch, and these are cement- 
ed so as to become water-tight. The water 
is then conducted through pipes into troughs 
some distance away, so that the cattle always 
have asupply ofclear,fresh water before them. 
The other stock-farm of Mr. Higinbotham is 
located in Pottawatomie County, fourteen 
miles Ap ng and comprises 640 acres, of 
which 320 acres is in pasture, 16) in meadow 
land, and 100 in corn. I did not have time to 
visit it, but Mr. Higinbotham informs me 
that here he has 800 high grade steers from 1 
to 2 years old which he intends to carry 
until ea are 4 years old, when they will be 
marketed. The e calves and heifers 
are usually sold when they are 
yearlings, and net him from 880 to $50 each 
atthis age. This trade comes principally 
from Texas. Mr. Higinbothom has, he in- 
formed me, already contracted forty head of 
bull ealves, to be delivered the Ist of next 
May, to Texas parties, for which he receives 
the sum of 340 per head—a prety nice price 
for calves only Ymonths old. The herd is 
headed by the famous blooded bull Joe Nei- 
son, No. 23,556, American Herd-Book. 
Adrian Challenger and Lord Neptune are 
also owned by Mr. Higinbotham. The herd 
was started by Mr. H. in a small way 
in the year 1874, and has paid an income of 
15 per ent yearly on the money invested. Mr. 
Higginbotham is an instance of what may be 
accomplished by the farmer in Kansas. 
When he entered the State in 1858, he in- 
forms me, he did not have $500, now he has 
city property to the value of . farms 

improvements $40,000, and stock prob- 
ably at a low value of $35,000, and he is ony 
one among many in this section almostequa 
ly well to do. In fact, I find the farmers in 
this section are all in comfortable circum- 
stances, and that the buildings and improve 
ments are far ahead of what 1 y gg to 
see. > H. .

The formal opening of the Chicago Horse- 
Fair took place yesterday. There were some 
races Saturday, but the fair part of tne per- 
formance didn’t begin until yesterday. There 
was a large attendance, and everything 
promises, if the weather remains fair, that 
the show will be a decided success. 

About 10 a. m. 4&he exhibitions in the show 
rings began. ‘There were twelve rings on 
the program for thoroughbreds and road- 
sters, and a fine lot of horses were shown.

THE TROTTING CONTESTS 
which took place during the afternoon were 
two in number, and, although in each event 
the favorit won in straight heats, the finishes 


were close and exciting, and the time made 
exceedingly fast, when the fact that a fierce 
southwest gale was blowing is taken into 
consideration. The strong wind materially 
lessened the speed of the horses during the 
first and last quarters of each mile, but 
down the backstretch the pace was 
sometimes terrific, Joe Bunker and 
Ewing trotting the second quarter on one oc- 
casion in thirty-two seconds, and doing the 
middie half of the mile in 1:07. Bunker 
showed himselt to be a greatly improved 
horse since his appearance here in July last, 
when he was distanced, being both unsteady 
and slow. Since then be has changed 
drivers, and Cook has made him by far the 
best horse in his class, bis ability to trot 
three heats in 2:20 or better beine amply 
demonstrated yesterday. Ewing is a fine- 
looking bay gelding, and was brought here 
from Utah not long ago by Alex. Lewis. He 
was not quite fast enough to beat Joe Bunk 
er yesterday, and the terrible clip at which 
he was sent the last two heats are not un- 
likely to have been so severe on him as to 
prevent his winning the race in which he is 
engaged today. This was the opinion of 
several old horsemen, a group of whom were 
discussing the matter at the Palmer House 
last evening. Gladiator was good enough to 
come second in the first heat of the race, and 
after that Johnson wisely sent him only fast 
enough to keep inside the distance, seeing 
that he could not possibly improve his posi- 
tion in the race by more determined driving. 

Pilot R., who was made favorit over me 
field in the 2:21 class, justified the confidence 
of his backers by winning in straight heats, 
although he was not at his best. The lot 
that opposed him contained little quality, 
however, all the horses having had more 
than enough races this summer. Fred Doug- 
lass was sent along by Jobnson in the third 
heat with a view of winning it if possible, 
but before reaching the quarter-pole he lost 
one of his forward shoes and a quarter-boot. 
In spite of this mishap he finished à close 
second, 

THE FIRST EVENT 


was the 2:25 trot, and in the draw for posi- 
tions Joe Bunker secured the pole, George K. 
second place, Gladiator third, and Ewing the 
outside. Bunker was a hot favorit in the 
pools befere the start for the first heat, sell- 
ing for $50 to $35 over the field. The start 
was a beautiful one, the word being given on 
the third scoring with the quartet on per- 
fectly even terms. Before the first turn was 
reached Ewing made a short break, which 
sent him to the rear. Gladiator, who was 
going very fast, trotted past George K. and 
was on even terms with Joe Bunker at the 
quarter-pole, which was reached in thirty-six 
seconds, George K. half a length behind 
them. Going down the backstretch the ö 
was ineressed, the half-mile being done 
in 1:10, Bunker then having a slight 
lead of Gladiator. On the lower turn he 
came away from the others, and was a length 
to the good at the head of the homestretch, 
which advantage he retained to the wire, the 
mile being in 2:25. Gladiator easily beat 

rge K. for second place, and Ewing, who 
made a break just after leavm the 
three-quarter pole, was last. 

There was but little betting before the 
second heat, but in the few pools sold Joe 
Bunker brought $100 to $20 ror the field. 
The heat furnished a remarkable exhibition 
by two of the horses engaged—Joe Bunker 
and Ewing—and the ease with which the fa- 
vorit won at the finish showed him to be a 

t horse. As soon as the word was given 
wing was cut loose, and quickly trotted 
into second posinon, Johnson letting Gladia- 
tor ay 4 behind the others with a view of 
giving him an easy heat. The first quarter 
was necessarily slow on account of the high 
wind, the time being 36 seconds, but down 
the backstretch Lewis sent Ewing along for 
all he was worth. Bunker was right there, 
however, and Ewing was never able to show 
in frontof him. The seeond quarter of the 
mile was rez fast, the time being d sec- 
onds, and all the way to the quarter 
pole Bunker and Ewing trotted Uke a 
double team, the middie half-mile being 
done in 1:07, and the — oot eg soe in 1:48.

A PLEASANT SPEECH ON ’CHANGE. 

Senator Blaine hada day of rest Sunday, 
and was therefore in good condition for a 
round of sight-seeing yesterday. ‘The first 
place which he visited was the Board of 
Trade, where he met with a hearty welcome. 

It was announced a little before noon from 
the rostruin of the board that the Hon. James 
G. Blaine was coming, and the members sus- 
pended trading and gathered in the north end 
of the room to welcome him. He came along 
in about five minutes, escorted by Present 
Dunham, John B. Drake, and several others, 
and the sight of him provoked a great deal 
more enthusiasm than has been manifested 
on ’Change at the reception of a speaker in 
many years. ; 

President Dunham said : 

GENTLEMEN: It is almost u for me 
to say who is present with us today; but I have 
the pleasure to introduce the James G. 
Blaine. [Great cheering.] 

Senator Blaine, in acknowledging his very 
warm reception, spoke as follows: 

GENTLEMEN: I consider ita compliment that 
this welcome should be extended to me by a 
commercial body whose’ business is conducted 
amid a torrent of confusion which it would 
seem as hopeless to attempt to check as it is to 
stem the flow of the Atlantic tide. Remember- 
ing that well, I thank you very sincerely for the 
cordiality of your tion. ad the 
honor nine years ago this ve month— 
or possibly the month r—to 
have a similar reception in this room. It had 
* then been completed, as I remember, and

Burden of Legitimate Tax- 
ation. 


Astonishing Discrepancies Brought to Light 


~Low Valuation of Dowa-Town 
Blocks, 


Some time ago the Council requested Con- 
troller Gurney to collect some facts regard- 
ing the alleged inequality and injustice of 
the assessments of property in Chicago 
made by the three Town Assessors. The 
Opinion was expressed by som’ of the mem- 
bers of the Conuell that the assessment was 
altogether too low. Since the city is limited 
for the defraying of its ordinary expenses to 
2 per cent of the assessment as made by 
the —Town Assessors and equalized by 
the State Board, a failure on 
their part to make it as much 
as ly outzht to be necessarily cramps the rev- 
enues of the city; and it was hoped by the 
Council that Mr. Gurney would be able to 
coliect information showing that the assess- 
ment was too low, and that, as a result, some 
time or other a change might be made which 
would inure to the benefit of the city. Such 
a report has been made by Mr. Gurney and 
would have been presented to the Council 
last night if that body had remained in ses- 
sion long enough, The document is, in sub- 
stance, as follows: 


In accordance with the resolution pavers by 
your honorable body June 26, I herewith submit 
the result ot an investigation made by me into 
the workings of the present revenue law of this 
State, insofaras they affect our city and its 
revenues. This investigation has been neces- 
sarily burried and incomplete, not only from tne 
lack of proper data upon which to base an ac- 
curate estimate of the actual cash value of as- 
sessabié property, but from the short cime in 
which the Assessor's books for the three Towns 
of North, South, and West Chicago were open 
tor eXamination without interfering with the 
pecessery work in the County Clerk's office, but 
I think the &. stutistios will show 
that the plaia provisions of the law are entirely 
truored ¥y the local rs, and that, 
until some radi¢al change is made, either 
in the revenue law or its application, the Cit 
of Chicago will cuntinue to suffer from a lac 
of funda, not only to ipaugurate the general 
system of improvements which its rapid exten- 
sion renders imperative, but even to meet the 
actual de ds of its present necessities. For 
purposes Ssessment under the law property 
is divided into three classes real estate, per- 
sonal, and@@ailroadjproperty, the first of the two 
classes being assessed by the local Assessors, 
and the value of the railroad property in each 
county being determined by the State Board of 
Equalization, which passes on the 
total valuation of the State, valizing 
it as between the counties. he As- 
sessors, who are elected annually, one 
tor each town in the county, are required by law 
to assess all property in each town respectively, 
both real and personal. at its fair cash value, 
and elaborate instructions are given in the rev- 
enue law in regard to the method of assessments 
of every kind of personal property, the Assessor 
belng required to exact schedules of this cigss of 
roperty under oath, and in case any party re- 
uses to make out and swear to such schedule 
the Assessor must list the property accordiag to 
his own judgment, and then add 50 per cent to 
this valuation; the law also making any person 
who will swear to a false schedule guilty of per- 
jury, and also taaking the refusal to make a 
schedule on proper demand from the Assessor a

As stated above, the law in all cases requires

but, practically, this bas been generally disre- 
garded throuvbout the State, and the rule is to 
assess At One-third of the actual cash value, and, 
as far as I can leara, no genera! effort is made to 
require senedules of personal property, further 
then leaving the bianks at eacu house visited by 
the Deputy- Assessors, and certainly no attempt 
is made to enforce the penalty provided for ro- 
tusing to furnish one, the result being that very 
few corporauons or large business houses make 
any returns, Which are confined principally to 
scheduies oP household property by made bouse- 
boiders of the middle and poorer ciasses. For

each year deprives this city of a large amount 
of revenue to which it is justiy entitled. 

As a matter of information the following are 
the peculiar methods of assessing the enormous 
raijroad properties in our State: 

In the month of May of each year every rail- 
road company is required to ile with the County 
Clerk a schedule showing in detail the property 
ow and cecupied by it as “main track and 
right of way,” and also the value of all stations 
and other improvements on said right of way. 
With this are also filed schedules giving the 
descripuon of all real estate owned by it out- 
side of right of way, und also the value of all 
tools, materials for repuirs, furniture, and other 

rsonal property aside from roiling-stock. 

last two items are returned by the County 
Cierk to the local Assessor for assessment in 
the same manner as other taxabie property, 
but the property returoed by the railroad com- 
pany as “main track and right of 
way” is assessed by the State Board 
of Equalization in each city, town, or 
district in the proporuon that the length of the 
main track in said city. town, or district bears to 
the whole length of the road in this State. 

Under this prevision of the law some ratiroad 
companies are in the habit of returning as 
“main track and rigptof way” nearly every 
foot of land occupied by them in this city, and 
as improvements on right of way” their gen- 
eral offices situated ou prominent streets, grain 
elevators, houses occupied by their empioyés, 
Ste., thereby taking the assessment out of the 
bands of the lobal authorities and giving it to 
the State Board of Equalization, by whom the 
value of ali this property situated bere ana le- 
gitimately taxabic for municipal purposes 
distributed through the Stage, giving the 
the benelit of the lower rate of, taxation in the 
farming communities along their line, and de- 
priving the city of a large amount of revenue to 
which it is justly entitled.
